But if it fhould be agreed that Wit 
might be railed by Wine, and that our Climate 
warrants Strong Liquors, as well as that of Jtaly 
does cool ones; yet it is a dangerous Experi- 
ment, unlefs we had a Machine for Drinking, a 
kind of Barometer, that would fhew all the De- 
grees between Exhilerating and Madnefs; and 
then this Regulater mult be fitted to every Man's 
Conftitution, and every Man mult be fuppofed 
to have Reafon enough left, when Me has been 
parting with his Reafon for an Hour together, 
and ftop juft at fuch a Glafs, in {pight cf ten 
Thoufand Intreaties to drink another. It would 
be tedious ro purfue this Point farther ; every 
Man who allows himfelf Time to think, muit 
perceive the Truth of what I have advanced, 
and be as featful of trying the Strength of his 
Underftanding this Way, as he would be of ad- 
vancing to the Edge of a Precipice jult to try 
whether the Strength of his Brain would bring 
him back again. 

THERE are fome, perhaps, who will pretend 
that Drinking is to be confined to ftrong Con- 
ftitutions; and [ am forry to fay, that in, all 
Ages there have been People whimfical enough 
to value themfelves upon this ftrange Property. 
It was reported by the 4tbenian Ambailadors to 
the People, with great Signs of Admiration, 
‘That King Philip of Macedon conld drink more 
than of his Subjects. Demofthenes, who was 
none of Philip's Admirers, anfwered, that /t was 
no great Conmpliment to a Prince to compare bim to a 
Spunge. What he faid then will be cverlaftingly 
trues an enormous § » Liquor, is no . 
more than a Human Spaihge ; the way, 
thofe who can drink moff, havé Reldom the moft 
Wit ; fo that Converfation, the only Excufe 
that can be made for Drinking, muft in this Cafe 
be laid afide. 

We mutt indced allow that many who have 
had an indifputable Title to Wit and Parts, 
have drank hard, and, g-nerally fpea have 
drank them away; bur if Men of Wit fome- 
times do wrong, dces it follow that to Have the 
Reputation of Wit we muft imitate therm ? or, 
if one may be allowed ro play on the Word, 
a one to affect Wit, at the Expeiice of one's 

its? If any Votaries to the Glats fhould fay 
that I have fet up a Man, of Straw, and ‘have 
offered a ridiculous Defence of a Ojfe I hing: 
overturn ; I declare folemnly it is beca' 
know nothing better that cat be offered ; I have 
looked into Anacreon, Horace, Cowley, and 
Browne, and, bating the Beautiés of " 
have faid juft what they fay; but, if any Mao 
thinks he can defend Drinking better, let him ;

by Nature, wilfully-takes a larger. In point of 

ealth, Intemperance is the Source of almoft all 
Difeafes, which either flow from our own Errors 
in point of Eating or Drinking, or from thofe 
of our Anceftors; which, witn refpe& to the 
Point before us, is all one. 

As a Pronenets of Drinking leads a Man into 
a Variety of Evils which he never thought of, 
fo an inflexible pereety soentne a Man in other 
good Habits, which he could never have ac- 
guired otherwife ; a Sober Man muft do fomee 
thing coofiftent with Reafon ; he therefore cafts 
about for fomething that may pleafe him alfo : 
This leads him to the Study of fome fort of 
Science or other, or to the general Study of all 
Science, according to the natural Bent of his 
Genius; in rhe Purfuit of fuch Views he finds a 
Sprightlinefs in hiss Mind, warmer and better 
founded than any derived from Wine, and un- 
attended with any Flagging of the Spirits: He 
goes to Bed fatistied, leaving nothing to reproach 
him{elf with ; be rifes chearfullp, becaufe he 
has new, innocent; and worthy Schemes to ac- 
complifh. Whereas he who drinks, falls afleep 
without Jenowing it, is utreafy when he waké, 
and, vexed at being mad Yefterday, makes him- 
felf mad To-day, that he may forget it. oo 
goras being once asked, How a Man addifted to 
Drunkenge{s might be cured? antwered, By con- 
fidering «what Ills Drankennefs brings upon him. 
This may be as well applied to thofe who drink 
a Bottle of French Wine after Supper, as to the 
Concerns of Adarch Beer ; the Power of Thinking 
is decayed by the Former, as well at the Larter, 
and the Couftitution rather mere-urt by a Fo- 
reign Poifon, than a Domeftitk one; Sefid =>, 
tle Straining of Pleafure, introduces Pain ; « 
Man drinks a Glaf or two at his Meal with a 
proper Relifh, and in rhis Senfe, Wine may be 
faid to glad the Heart of Man ; carried further,

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


CCORDING co Letters from Conftan- 
tinople, the new Grand Vizier is pre paring 
for s eae Expedition to Oczakow, and to re- 


wet 
about 200,000 Men, of whom cne fourth are to 
be Chriftians and Afiaticks. The latter of thete 
have brought from Grand Cairo and Syria great 
Sums of Money,arifing from the Arrears ot old 
Taxes, aad from others lately laid on for fup- 
porting the Expences of the War. The Sul- 
tana, Mother to the Grand Scignior, has otfered 
two thirds of her Wealth for the fame Purpote ; 
as has likewife the Mufti. In fhort, the Grand 
Scignior feems refolv'd to fpare no Coft for the 
Recovery of that Place. As he is convinc'd 
that the European Method of ‘attacking Places, 
is preferable to the old Ways which the Turks 

- have been ufed to, he defigns to employ in the 
Attack of Oczakow, a feet Body of 20,000 
Men, which confifts chiefly of Rafcians, Mol- 
davians, and Deferters from the Chriftian Ar- 
mies, difciplin’d by the Count de Bonneval ; and 
this is all the Ufe that has been made as yet of 
the Count’s Talents; for his being a Forcigner, 
the Envy of the Turkith Generals, and the Su- 
fpicions that are natural to the Genius of the 
Porte, have hitherto proved invincible Obftacles 
to the Defire he had of obtaining the Command 
in Chief; which Difappointment is partly owing 
alfo to the Sufpicions of the Turkith Clergy, who 

-very much queltion whether Count Bonneval is 
fincerely attach’d to Mahometifm. Thus the 

_ Command of the Siege of Oczakew, will be 
conferred on the new Grand Vizier, who never 

had the Title of General, nor was ever before 
at the Head of an Army. 

Letters of the sth of January O. S. direétly 
from Conftantinople fay, thac all Affairs there 
are in great Contufion ; that the People are ab- 
folutely for continuing the War againft the 
Chriitians ; and that they aré therein fupported 
_ by the Mufti, and the Men of the Law; that 
. "twas this FaGtion which demanded the Depofal 
of the laft Grand Vizier, becau‘e of his want «f 
Spirit in the prefent Jun@ture; and rhat the 
Caimacan his Succzffor, was only put in his 
Place by reafon of his known Hatred to the 
Chriftians; that however he was not yet well 
Mixed in that Poft, and chat che Mormurings of 
the People were fo univerfal, that “twas appre- 
_hended the Confequences might affeét the Grand 

Seignior himéelf. 

. The Letters from Petersburg fay, that the 
Plan of the Operations of the next Campaign 

aint the Infidels, has been communicated to 

the Emperor's Minifter the Count de Oftcin, and 

that Count Munich is gone through Mofcow 
wich all {peed for the tn to prevent an 
Invafion from the Tartars ; but "tis much to be 
fear’d he will come too late. For, 

Letters from Wagfaw fay, that th¢ Palatine of 
Kiow, the Great General of the Crown Army, 
has received Advice that the Crim and Budziack 
Tartars, to the Number of near 150,000, com- 
manded in Chief by the old Kan of the Tartars, 
who has. been recalled from his Banifhment in 
the [fle of Rhodes, and has under him the Kan 
of the Budziack, the Sultan Galga, the Kan 
Petigerey, and_all the Princes of the Crim Tar- 
tary, are actually on the March to invade the 
Uktain. “The principal View of this Expedition 
feéms to be to favour the Siege of Oczakow, 
which the Turks ‘are going to renew, and if 
onan to e aPart of the Ukraine. The 

artars carry with them a great Train of Field 
Artillery ; and “tis faid they will be feconded, 
upon Occafion, by the Coffacks, who are tribu- 
tary to the Porte. 

The Republick of Poland continues refolv'd 
to remain Neuter with regard to the War be- 
tween the Emperor, Ruffia, and the Porte, and 
therefore carefully avoids every Opportunity to 
give the Grand Seignior any Umblage. he 
Motlves of ‘this Condu@, are founded upon the 
Inconveniencies that might refult from a Pro- 
oceding incénfftent with fuch Neutrality ; and 
they apprehend, that by declaring againft the 
Turks, Poland may become a Theatre of War 


and that the Republick will be but a {mali 


¢ Siege of that Place with an Army of 


| Gainer by the Bargain : Befides, a great many 
Noblemen of the Kingdom, whofe Lands are 
firuate near the Confines of Turky, would run 
the Hazard of being ruin’d by the Enemies In- 
curfions. "Tis moreover obferved, that in a 
Circumftance of this Nature, the Republick 
would be obliged to call in Foreign Aids, and 
would have ail the Keafon to apprehend the 
Keturn of the fame Difficulties that happened 
during the lalt Incerregnum. 

We mentioned in our laft, That the Republick 
of Venice were determined likewife to obferve an 
exact Neutrality in the prefent War with the 
Turks. Treaties were wont to be looked upon 
as facred Things formerly ; But the Conveniency 
of the particular States who are Contractors 
in them generally of late determine for or againit 
the Execution ot them. The formidable Power 
of the Ottomans made it an effential Piece of 
Policy, it was once thought, for the Emperor, the 
Kingdom of Poland, and the Venetians, to be in- 
feparably united in any War that was to be car- 
ried on by either of the Powers againft the 
Turks: But we fee what fort of Reafons will 
be of Weight enough to acquir the Parties from 
their Engagements, (which in this cafe were 
deemed always of a ftronger Nature than a 
common Treaty, and looked upon as of perpe- 
tual Obligation) when cither Conyeniency, or 
want of Inclination, interpofes. 

Letters from Venice give the following Parti- 

culars concerning the Depofing of the late Grand 
Vizier Abdulla Batha, from that important 
Office. 
* On the 28th of December, the very.Day 
thet he arrived from the Army, as he was 
going to the Scraglio to pie his Highnefs an 
Account of the State of the Forces, he was 
ftopped at the fecond Gate by one of the Mi- 
nifters of the Seraglio, who communicated the 
Order to him, by which the Grand S:zignior 
removed him trom his Employment, and gave 
him the Government of Salonica. During 
this, the Aga of the Janiffaries fent a De- 
tachmenit of thofe Troops to the Grand Vi- 
ziec’s Houfe to feize Lis Treafure, which we 
are aflur’d amounts to 12,000 Purfes, making 
in the whole 6 Millions of Crowns; which 
Moncy was immediate'y carry"d to the Sera- 
glio to be employ’d towards the Expences of 
the War. Then the Caimacan or Governor of 
Conftantinople was, by the Intrigues of the 
Kiflar Aga of the Eunuchs, declar’d Grand 
Vizier in his Place. This was a Choice nor 
very much applauded, not only becaule of his 
little Experience in the Art of War, but be- 
caufe he is reckon’d to be very cruel and 
bloody-minded. The new Prime Minifter 
was complimented thereupon not many Days 
afrer, by the Foreign Ambaffadors and orher 
Minifters ; but he received them very coolly, 
and even wich Difdain, there being but one 
among the feveral Ambaffadors ef the Chri- 
ftian Powers, for whom he declares any Efteem. 
The Venctian Letter adds, that the Matter of 
a Ship arrived from Caftelnuovo reports, that 
as he came away, he was informed that the 
Depofed Grand Vizier being arrived at his 
Government of Salonica, was ftcangled there 
foon after by the Grand Scignio:'s Order.’ 
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Letters from Vienna fay, that the Velt Marfhal 
de Konigfegg, is preparing his Equipage with all 
Expedition ro make the next Campaign, notwith- 
ftanding the ili State of his Health will fcarce 
admit of it: That a Courier is arrived from 
Tufcany, who they pretend has brought News, 
that the Spaniards have confiderably teinforc’d 
the Garifons of Orbirello, and other Places be- 
longing to them on the Coafts of the Great 
Duchy ; and that it was reported, they fhortly 
expected a great Body of Troops. 

Other Letters from Vienna fay, that the Day

ir in St. Gorge’s Fields. 

Wednefday laft Week a Countryman, who 
had juft received 25 Guineas, had his Pocket 
picked in going to his Inn in Smithfield; it is 
fuppofed the Sharpers faw him receive the Mo- 
ney, fo followed him till they get it; he ob- 
ferved that he was much joftle: feveral times, 
bar did not think of his Money.

Monday Iaft fome Children being in the Shop 
of Mr. Lavfon a Butcher in Iflington, one of 
them, a Bay, happeged to fee a Musket, which 
he took in his Hand and prefented ro a Girl about 
fourteen, his Coufin, faying, I'll thoot you, 








(not thinking it was charg’d;) and immiediatel 
the Piece went off, and tore her Face and Neck 
in a moft miferable manner. 

On Saturday laft the Workmen began to clear 
and take away the Pavement at Stocks Market, 
in order to lay the Foundation for a Manfion 
Houle for the Lord Mayors of this City.

Years of Age, crofling the Water from the Old 
Swan to Pepper-Alley about Eight o’Clock at 
Night, was (as is fuppofed) drowned by the 
Carelefneis of the Waterman; neither fhe, the 
Boy, or Waterman having fince bzen feen of 
heard of. 

By a Letter fiom Annapolis-Royal in North- 
America, we are informed, that on the roth of 
April laft, at Four in the Morning, a Boy of Ten 
Years of Age, named Ifaac Provender, got our 
of his Bed, took a Brand’s-end from the Kitchen 
Fire, went directly to the Cow-houfe, which ad- 
join’d to the Dweliing-houfe of his Mafter, Lieut. 
Amhurft, who tock him upon Charity, and there 
fet fire toa Load of Hay, which, ina few Minutes, 
burt into a Flame, that catched hold of the 
Houle, and in Tels than two Hours confum'd ic 
to the Ground, with all the moft valuable Goods 
and Furniture ; and it was with fome Difficul 


the Family efcaped with their Lives, the Houfe 


being in a Flame before they could get out of 
their Beds; and in the Hurry Mr. Amhurit was 
wounded in the Foot by the End of a Spit, which 
in the Confufion was thrown out of Doors. The 
Boy foon contcff-d all, without any feeming 
Concern; and acknowledged he once intended 
to cur his Maftsr’s and Miftrefs's Throats, but 
was afraid of being difcover’d;, but then he 
thought he might cafily deftroy the Servanr- 
Maia, and one Night actually got out of Bed, 
wenr down to the Kitchen, groped about for a 
Knif:, and finding none, he Com to repent, as 
he expreffed ir, and-fo-flept by the Kitchen Fire 
all the reft of the Night. Thef diabolical Pro- 
jets having failed, he thought of burning the 
Houfe, which he unhappily accomplifh’d; and 
ro prevent being fufpeéted, after he had fet fire 
to the Hay, went direétly to Bed, and when the 
Alarm was given, came down Stairs quite naked, 
in a pretended Fright, leaving his Cloaths be- 
hind him. He gave no other Reafon for perpe- 
trating this horrid Faét, than his being reprov'd 
and flightly correéted for feveral mifchicvous 
Tricks which he bad committed.

Murder and Robbery of Mr. Giles Biagrave, a 
farmer 3 two for Felony, and one for T'ranfpor- 
tation, : , ' 

; When the Jury brought in their Verdict 
againft Wingfield, Guilty, on the firft Indict- 


ment, for burning the Barn, he addrefled himifelt 


to an Officer who ftood near him, and declared, 
that he was innocent of the thing, and that his 
Accufers had {wore talfely againft him. : 

Upon the fecond Indiétment, for Incendiary 
Letters, he was likewife found guilty ; and after 
the Judge had pronounced Sentence agaiatt him, 
he knecled down and beg'd tor Traniportation ; 
but when he got up, he fpoke to one of his 
Acquaintance, and old him, that he knew he 
was a dead Man, bur that he was innocent, and 
would declare himfelf fo when he came to dic 
upon the Gallows: Thefe, or Words to the fame 
Effeét, were the laft he ever fpoke , for he was 
no feoner temoved trem the Bat, bur he threw 
himieif into the Arms of his Mother, and ex- 
pired the Moment he enter’d the Cage where 
the Prifoners are kept to expe their Trial. 

His Death was the more furprizing, as he 
was a Man of uncommon Courage and Refo- 
lution, who, during the whole of his Confine- 
ment, appeared chearful and unconcerned at any 
thing that fhould happep, and when upon his 
Trial, look’d ( unaffected with Fear, that the 
King's Council made Ut of his intrepid Beha- 
viour to aggravate his Guile. 

The fame Day the Affizes ended at Hertford, 
whes G Slater, alias Shrimpfon, alias Caitle, 
alias: Lamb, for Burglary, and ftealing two Geld-- 
ings ; John pare otherwife Lovell, Thomas 

hiteing, and Edward Brookes, for Horfe- 
flealing, received Sentence of Death.

tation. 

William Perey and Thomas Wanfly, were 
burnt in. the Hand. 

Five were ordered to be Whipt, and 8 Ac- 


rguitted. 
Roberts, who ftands Indiéted for a 

Robbery on the Highway, appearing to be dif- 
order’d in his Sen‘e, was ordered to remain in 
Gaol till the next Affizes for the faid Conney. 

Before she Judges leit the Town, they re- 
prieved Whitsing and Breokes for Tranfporta- 
tien for 14 Years. 

On Thurfday laf! Week the Affizes ended at 

‘inckefer, when the four following Perfons 
reesived Sentence of Death, viz. Mary Troke, 
for poifoning her Mafter, John Boyd and Job 
Ward, for feveral Robberies on the Highway, 
and James Warwick for Horfe-ftealing. John 
Boyd and James Warwick are to be execured 
next Saturday fe’nnight ; and Mary Troke, who 
is a Girl under 16 years of age, is to be burnt at 
the fame time. Job Ward was reprieved by the 
Judges before they left that City. There was
